A contract has been closed at Wm- 


sted, Conn, whereby John J Carroll 
aud Burton E Mppre have secured the 
rights to manufacture and place on the 
niirket, a bicycle which can be used 
either as a single wheel or as a tandem 
by making a quick shift of a few parts. 
The invention is a valuable one, for the 
question has been a puzzler to bicycle 
manufacturers. 
Mr Dean of Winsted, 


Conn, who has been a prominent wheel- 
man fur a di-oade or more, saw the need 
of such an invention and conceived his 
present invention about three years ago. 
Fie has since perfected his original idea 
and secured the last patent thereon 
about ten mouths ago. 


Mr Dean has been riding the wheel 


about the streets of Winsted 
recently,

Tho bi- 
cycle can be made for about the same 
amount as an ordinary tandem, the ad- 
vantages being, of course, that when a 
wheelman does not care to take a friend 
for a spin, he makes the shift and rules 
a single wheel.

The captain refused to furnish 
information on the subject, consequently, 
it is not known whether he acted under 
the order? of the secretary of the navy 
or is merely making the secretary a 
private pres-ent. Three similar grins have 
been arked for by the navy department 
aa ornaments for Annapolis, and the war 
office granted the permission necessary, 
with the result that Captain Chester of 
the Cincinnati will ship them north at 
the first opportunity.
